This survey report provides information aiout 
research and other investigative studies in nursipg in the southern 
region of the United States, including iteaq^hing of research and 
identification of resources and research support availaible. Contents 
^are presented in two parts. Part 1 (seventeen pages) is a discussion 
of the survey, which covered educational institutions (offering 
prbgrans at the associate degree, bacxalaureat e degree, and jadvanced 
degree levels) and' federal agencies, and analysis of data. Part 2 is 
a listing of the research, with each listing .including research 
title, name(s) of investigator (s) , agency used, status of the study, 
funding, and kinds of research tools used. Questionnaires setit to the 
education institutions and. federal agencies are appende.d* as well as 
naaes and addresses of institutions ani agencies reporting studies.

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INTRODUCrriON 

The need for regfonal action to strengthen*^jnd increase research in nursing in 

the South has been a ma'jor concern of the Soathern Regional Education Board's 

(SRE B) Council on C ollegiate Educatiorifor Nursiiig ever since the Council's first 

.planning conference In 1962, as described In Helen C. ^Belcher's ^Nursing 

Education and Research: A Report of the Regional Project, 1962-66. In her later 

. re^on, The SREB Project in Nursing Education, 75^7-7572, she states: 

The absence of research in nursing s^lce and education had alreardy N 

^ been identified and lamented in the previous SREB nursing prtJject 

(1962-1966). But activitjes^o remedy the situation had never gotten off 

, the ground, so research was pot singled^' out for emphasis in the 

proposal for the present (1967-1972)"project. It was-assumed that the 

South was not yet ready for a big regional effort in this arpa, and that 

universities were in the best positiofCto work out some' improvements 

on their own, , \ ^ , 

However, as« Helen Belcher pointed* out, progress did not appear, to be' 

forthcoming although many hours were spent by the committee on education on 

"the need to "increase the competence of nurses in research or t(\initlate more ' 
^clinical research, "2 *• . \ 

In the spring of 1971 an ad hoc tomftitttee of the Council on^ Collegiate 
Education for Nursing again singled out the fack of research as a major deterrent 

" to quality graduate education By that time, three u/iiversity nursing educatifJn 
programs In the region had federally supported faculty research developirient 
programs. The three project directors of these programs became an ad hoc . 
committee on research and "the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 

^ agreed to become the host institution for a proiect on research training for nurses. 

^ ' in existing and developing graluate programg."^ 

The result of this renewed acrtivlty was the development in 1972 of a proposal 
for a project entitled, "Continuing Educati^nin Nursing ReSeanch: 9 Regional 
Approach to Faculty Research." This proposal has been .>5|pproved by the 
Division of Nursing, Departrhent of Health, Education, and Welfare (DHEW). It 
has nQt been funded but is nevertheless getting underway, with financial support 
by the University of North CaroWna at Chapel Hill School of Nursing. It is 
expected that the project will proceed. ThejDurpose of the project is ta imprbve 
research training in graduate schools of nursing in the South and to develop 
ongoing practice-oriented research in nursing. 'The intent is to enhance research 
development, particularly clinical res^rch, on a regional b^sls. Although the 
project is located and administered at the'Univ^ity of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, it is a regional project developed through the SREB Project in Nursing 
Education, 1967-1972. It is expected that any future regional projects or activities 
will be planned in coordination with the first regional research project, promoting 
^and building on it.^ • ^ ' ' m ' 

At the Sprjng 1973 Council meeting it^was announced that a research' 
committee would be appointed to advise the Regional Planning for Nursing 
Education Project staff and the Council Steering Committee on actiop to. 
strengthen nursing research In thQ South Jhls committee would be limited to ^ix 
or seven persons; however, otiier individuals would be called on for advice. A

brief separate meeting of graduate directors and deans was l^pld at this time and 
they were invited to suggest names of persons to serve on the committee. A 
committee "was subsequently, appointed, drawn from the suggested names and 
from others to make, up a committee representative of the various states and ^ 
types of prqgrams. Dr. Dorothy Talbot, ^teering -Con:mr)tttee representative, 
**cha'irs this committee. Other mennbers ar&^ Dr. Gloria Francis, Virginia 
Commonwealth University; Dr. fatty Hawken, Emory University; Joyce 
Semradek, University "of North .Carolina at Chapel Hill; Dr. Marilyn Will man. 
University of Texas; Gertrude Hodges, Community College of Baltimore; Dr. 
Phyllis Verhonick, Un^fergt^ of Virginia. * 

At Its first meeting on^^rhe 30, 1973, the Research Committee determined the 
following long range goal In regional research: to have more ongoing research in 
the South directed , toward Improving nursing practice and nursing education, 
with the ultimate purpose being improvement in patient care. Stiort range goals 
included: give high visibility to nursing research, have the Spring 1974 Cpuricil 
1 meeting focus on research, hold a research conferey^^ in' the South, publish 
abstracts of nursing research in the South, disspminate a roster of nursing 
' researchers'in the South, and consider a jegional research newsletter. 

The possiblHty of developing a proposal for an SREB project to strengthen 
nursing research was discussed in t-he Research Committee. It was decided that 
bi^fore planning to develop'a proposal or other activities it would be necessary to 
gaiher Information about the current status of nursing research in the region. 
The cbmmit^tee advisQd on the kinds otinfbrmation needed and made preliminary 
- plans for a questionnaire sun/ey. , 
- As a result of the recommendations of the.' Research Committee, a 
questionnaire was devised to obtpin information about education for research in 
the region and abotit resources for researc^, both people and facilities, which asa 
available in fhe region. The questionpalffi also ^asked for information about 
ongoing and recently completed research, (See Appendix I. Questionnaire Sent 
to Educational Institutions!*) , ' ♦ i . ' k. *u' 

The purpose of the resulting sun/ey was to gather j'njbrmation about the 
current status of nursing research as a basis for planning a. regional project to 
strengthen nOfsing research in the South. The survey sought to gather 
informatibn aboyt researchers and nursing research - what research yyas" 
cl^rertJly being done, .the preparation of studerfts in research, the identification 
of nii/ses - doing or prepared, to do .researc^v, and^ihe idenWication of the 
availillity of support sen/ices, such as computer, ' statisticat, and clinical 
services. The sun/ey was not limited to sophisticated research but asked about all 
research activities, inctuding less formal investigative studies anji projects as wel) 
as master's theses. 

Qi^stionnaires were sent out in ^arly December 1973 to the representatives of 
all instiHJtions participating in the SREB Council on Collfegiate Educati6n for 
•Nur$ii1g as of October 10, 1973, a total of 266 institutions. , 

Becauseit was believed irfiportant to include In the sun/ey research irfnursing 
practice settings, aS well as in edutatipnal institutions, questionnaires were also 
sent to a limited number of nursing s&n/ice agencies*. These yv^re federal 
agpncles in the South contacted thrcnrgh the chlef^ of nursing sen/ices of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force andj^eterans Administratioo- The Air Force and the Navy 
nursing sen/ices reported That they had no research^ programs in the Southern 
region. A total of six questionnsfTres were returned hy;Army research progranjs 
and 35 by Veterans Administration Hospital programs. 

The following is a report of the findings 6f the sun/ey with the^exception of the 
'report on ongoing and completed studies whic^is presented in Part-H of^this 



report, "The Studies Reported." , * •

Analysis OF survey findings from educational institutions 

As indicated in the previous section, questionnaires were sent to 266 
institutions.* The numbfer of returns totalled 219. or 82.33 perceitt. The 219 
institotions responding offered a totaj of^43 programs. 153 associate degree, 71 
baccalaureate, and 19 graduaje p^efSrns. (See Tables 1 and 2.1 , * 

^ * Researph Courses ' ^ ' 

In response to the question^out the teaching of research as part of the 
student program, 53 (almost 12 percent) of the 243 programs stated that their 
students had a course in re^arch. As may have been expected, most 'of the 
courses werp,offere(^ in baccalaureate or master's programs. Approximately 95 
percent (all but orye) of thfe master's programs and almost half <34 of the 71) of 
the baccalaureate programs offered a research course. • ~ ^ 

Of the 188 programs where no research course was reported, 28 associate 
degree and 25 baccalaureate degree programs indicated that an introduction to 
research was given inr another course or coOr§es ^nd in one baccalaureate 
program the course was offered as an elective* In the one master's program 
reporting that students did not hav6 a course in research, the students do have 
all introduction to research in another course and most af them dq an* 
investigation or a study project.

From the/iata submitted an^l^pr^sented in Tables 2 and 3, together with the 
number of instanced when the introduction to research^ was given in another 
course, it vvould app^e^r that research met)iods» are taught in all master's 
programs, although in Qihe instance the content wa| given in another course. 
Most of the baccalaureate programs were providing an introduction to research 
for their studerits, i,e., slightly over 80 pe/cent (59 programs) of these programs 
^ffei'ed either a research^ course (N = 34) or provided ^or an introduction to 
research in another course JN = 25). Only^one associate degree program offered 
a research course but 28 of these also indicated th^t research was covered in 
another courser In addition, a little over 25 percent (63 out of 2431 reported that 
their students did an investigation or a study project. It is not surprising, perhaps, 
to see. that in most master's programs students are expected to dq. an 
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^investigation; however, almost half of the baccalaureate programs (32 out of 71) 
now irrvolvethfeir students in investigations or study projects, as well as ajmost 
ten percent of the associate degree programs. " 

As c^n be noted from the above, research as taught the associate degree 
program is almost always presented as an aspect of another course or courses, 
^From comments made b^ some of these programs, jDbjectives appear to be to 
.develop an interest in nursing research and to assist these students in learning to 
use the findings of research^ in their practice rather than in learning research 
methods. Problem solving methods are emphasized. » 

Schools were also asked to'provide data on the faculty teaching the^ 
course. These c^ajta are shown in TabIM on page 6, 

It is interesting to ritte that a majority of the prograrns providing, for an 
introduction to research reported that when this course \V^s taught, ut was 
taught by nurses on their faculty This^was particularly truein^the baccalai 
and mastet's programs. Non nurse faculty were used less frequently than were 
nurse faculty and relatively few non-faculty f4jrse researcher^ were being used 
for this teaching. The non nurse faculty, when mentioned, were usually from the 



socia'l sciences, mathematics, medical, or education de^rtments. Seven ofTHe 
associate degree programs indicated that tbe introduction to research was part 
of the English course and one indicated tfiat it was given in the Communications 
Division. One explained under general comments that its students did not do a 
research project but learned how to write a research report in an English cfess. 

One baccalaureate program reported a course in statistics only: Four programs 
stated that they were new ^nd had not yet appointed faculty although they 
planned to do so. One had lost faculty who previously taught the course and had 
not yet replaced ^hem. - — 

Table 5 provides data on the number of programs reporting that faculty, nurse 
and non-nurse,, and non-faculty nurse researchers were engaged in advising' 
students on their research projects or investigations in the various types of 
T)rograms. (See Tables on page 7.)^ • ^ 

* In reply to the question ab6ut advisement^ a number of the programs (N = 68) 
^reporteb that nurse-faculty wqre advising students on^their research projects or y 
investigatiooOAII but one of the master's programs reported the use of nurse 
adviser^«Men qrfn^se also had non-nurse faculty available as advisers and three ^ 
also used non-faculty nu rse researchers . The one master'sprogram that repprted , 
^ no n^jrse faculty adviser provided*no advisement because students* were not 
/e(?Uired to do a research project or investigation. Students in a number of the. 
baccalaureate programs also had access to faculty advisers when they were 
doing a research project or Investigation. Again, most programs reported the use 
of nyrse advisers. As might have been expected, few associate .degree programs 
reported th'at faculty were advising students on research projects jpr . ^ ^ 
investigations; however, as shown m Table*5, only 15 associate degree progr'ams 
r^orted ihat their students did a research project. ^^^^^ . 

-Sixty-eight institutions listed the names of persons who taught or advised 
students, or departments where an introduction to research ^was given jour, 
were grad4«rte^rograms, 14 institution^ included undergraduate and graduate 
programs, .and 50 were institutions with programs for undergraduates,^ ''^ 
Taking into account persons iri all of these programs who were listed as having 
doctorateS(^inclL(dinga few M.D.'s, there were approximately 126 persons with

doctorates working with students In these programs. While it was not always 
possible to tell from the inforntition given, approximately 95 of these, faculty 
were nurses with doctorates. This finding in no way indicates the total number of 
*nurses witTTtioet^fates who are working in the SREB region, only the number 
reported by the 219 institutions responding to this questionnaire as teachihg 
research or advising students on research jJrojects. The fnternatiohat Directory of 
Nurses with Doctoral Decrees reported 203 nurses with doctorates working in 
the 14 states Included in the SREB region last year Of course, all of these may 
not work in educationaljnstitutions. , ' 



Faculty Serving as Research Consultants ' ^\ 

Information was requested aboutjaculty^ who^ere serving asVesearch 
consultants to other faculty within the school or to other agencies. A total of 35 
Institutions reported that nurse faculty served as consultants and 11 reported 
that non-nurse faculty served In this capacity. (See Table- 6.)

Forty-one of the 219 Institutions responding, or 18.7 RBrcent, reportec/ nurse 
faculty were worj^lng or cooperating on nt^sing or healtft related researcl} yvlthin 
their own faculty or with pther agencies. Only ten, or ^5 percent, reported that 
non-nurse faculty were doing this. 

A fairly large number of the institutions, 90, ret>orted that faculty were 
currently involved In nursing of health related inveStio&tions and 32 f^orted that 
faculty had completed such inv.estigations durlnJ the past academic ^ear, 
1972-1973. (See Tables on page 10.) Data on stud le/ underway ot cofnpleted are 
reported in Part II of this report. 

Resfwnderrts were also asked about nurse researchers not on their faculty who 
vvere serving ds research ponsulfants or doing health related research in the 
con^munity. Only 15 of the institutions re^rted that* n'ort-faculty nurse 
researchers were doing research In the comntunity'and only ten reported th^t 
they were doing consultay)ns. (See Table 9 orf page 10.) 

Resources for Ri^search, ^ 

A majority of the institutions responding p the question on research resources' 
indicated that all th^ee major types listed iri the questionnaire - cllnicaL' 
cpmputer, and statistical consultation services — were avalfable to^them. '(See^ 
Table 10.) Other types of resources lifted included: audiovisual services 
(videotapes, rsrtHo, television); art and pho'tography services; faculty 
consultation from, other departments and consultants from outside institutions; 
stodent record 'data such as registrations,,' grades^ dropouts, re-entries, and 
graduations; and laboratories, e.&., a physiology laboratory from another 
college. (See Table 10 on page 11.) ^ . \

Thequlstionnairetoeducfational institutions-allowed /or general comments or 
observations to be made after all questions were completed. While not every 
institution completed this sect.on.f rom those that did several themes emerged 
Which seemed of generalJnterest. Someprograms (N= 12) stated that they were 
new or thBt the-director qr chairman was new. and that they were too busy with 
curriculom development and implementation to consider doing research. Three 
stated that teaching, not research; was their'primary responsibility and three said 
that they were not* doing research but were interested in participating irvstudies. 
Six Who also indicated an interest in research, said that they were too busy and 
lacked adequate pet'sonnel and time to get involved in research. Atleast two 
indicated a lack of persons prepared to do research. 

Elwen programs commented m this section that they were doing some 
research most of It prediction studies on students or follow-up of graduatesM/l 
additional four indicated that they planned to start research projects in the next 
year or so. At least sijj commented on research, such as curnculum studies and 
studies of clinical resour<;es for education, thiat they thought should be done. 
"Two schools commented on the excellence of the studies done by their students. 
One of these stated that studies done by their students had added data for 
manpower studies iq^ the comrnunity and also were infl^uential in Improving 
patient care in the clinical setting. 

Comments were jnade by some of the institutions about-the timing of the^ 
questionnaire. They believed that they could have given more complete answers 
had they had more time and had the holidays not intervened to further shorten 
'this time However, inspection of the responses indicated that most of the 
schools.answered the questions pertaining to their programs, andllt is t)efieved 
that the data would appear to be representative of Jhe research acWvities of the 
sphool^ iti this region. * • - \ ( 



♦ ANALYSIS OF SURVEY FINDINGS FROM FEDERAL AGENCIES 

As reported^ earlier/ six responses were rdpeived from U.S'. Afmy programs in 
reseaTch and 35 from Veterans AdmlnistratiirvHospital programs: The question- 
naire sent to these service ajgencies differeTslightly from the one sent to the 
educational institutions ar^d asked primarilyXabout their staff involvement in 
research pro)pcts. (See Appepdix II..QuestionrW§ent to Federal Agencies.^ 



, Research lnVotvnr>ent 

. Approximately half of the 41 agencies, five, U.S. A^y programs and 15 
Veterans Admin»str?»tion Hospital programs, reported that nursing staff were 
involved in research. Twenty-one of the service agencies repoffed ^hat theK 
nursing staff were not involved in nursing er health related research. Of this latter 
group only four indicated -that they had nurses on their staff qualified to do 
research or to serve as consultants m research, 14 stated that they did not have 
nurses qualified to do research or to serve as consultants, and three did not 
answer the question. > • ' . . ^ • .u 

Eleven agencies reported that studies had been completed du;mg the past aca- 
demic year (1972-1973) and an equal number reported that investigations were in 
the proposal stage. Fourteen agencies reported that they had investigations that 
were-currently undenA/ay. (See Table 11 on page 13.) Data on studies undenA/ay 
or completed are reported in Part H of this report.

ManV'of tjie agencies, 26 out of 41 (5 U.S. Army and 21 V.A. Hospital 
programs) reported that tkey had research sen/ices,available to them, such as 
computer, statistical consultation, and clinical jen/ices>Most of the three types 
of resources were readily available to the Army research programs Uom within 
the Army services. Veterans Administration Hospital programs most frequently 
reported that stafiftical and computer services were available from nearby 
universities, although a few had these available through the VA system. 

The final question to this group of respondent^ concerned knowledge of nurse 
researchers hot on their staff who were serving in tlie community as research 
consultants or doing health-related research. F^elativfely few agencies reported on 
nu/ses who were serving either as researchers or as consultants (See Table 15.)

- COI^MENTS ON THE SURVEY FINDINGS 

Despite the problems impospd by the timing of the sun/^y there appeared to be 
great interest in the sun/ey and in the need to be looking at the picture in the 
region with respect to research and the potential for research in nursing. A great, 
deal of valuable information was^ollecte^ which it is hoped will be most useful in 
futOre planning for nursing research. A glance at the tables indicates the rich 
resources, both in personnel and in support sen/ices, that are now available in 
the South for the development of nursing research. The question remains. How 
can the region plan so as ^o make the best use of these resources? 

As one sun/eys* the scene today, thete would appear t6 be sig'nificant 
changed oc'curring in both the delivery of health care sen/lce^nd in the 
educational system within which health care personnel, including nurses, are 
prepared: With respect to the first, there is a great need for research by nurses 
directed toward two -goals: (1) improvement of nursing care,^ i.e., clinical 
research, and (2) improvement in the delivery of health care sen/ices. In thepase 
of studies aimed at improvement of the delivery of health care sen/ices, the 
research mdy-be by nurses themselves or as part jof interdisciplinary teams. • 
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In the past much of the research by nurses has be^n done as requirements fpr 
a degree, or as isolated approaches using small samples. More sophisticated and 

. broader approacJhes would now appear to be needed. For both types of research, 
clinical nursing research and health care research, there is a need -for aood 

^ research instruments 5nd assessment tools and for studies which are sufficiently' 
large in scppe, as to numbers or over time? to provide answers that j^re reliable 
and valid. These kinds of studies require either large research centers wjth 
adequate research support services or coordination of efforts on the part of 
several institutions, 

Ats^rfe same time' that our health care system is undergoing so muCh change' 
so too is our system'of educ'^tion, particularly higher education. As a result of the 
growing tiufnb^r of changes affecting nursing eduction, many based upon the 
so-called "ladder" concept or the Apen curriculum, there is an increasingly 
acute Jieed for educational research, in additten to these ghatl&es are the 
emerging new roles for which nurses need to be prepared. Where, when, and 
haw is Xhjs preparation best done? Studies in education also require good and 
reliable research instruments, especially tools for the assessrrient of performance* 
and for assessment of new teaching meth*ods. Here, toa, coo«fInated, large 
scale research would seem to be one^of the most effective n:ieans of approaching 
the problems requiring study. ' | • 

This emphasis on large scale, coordinated approaches m the areas noted is not 
. meant to Imply that there i^ no merit in research by individuals, or 
development of a research program by an individual institution or agency, Th 
researches are also needed, and always will be. However, the pooling 
resources and coordinating of efforts by institutiof^ will be essential to effect t^^ 

^kind of large scale, sophisticated research that can hasten the improvement of ^ 

nursing and nursing education. As a group of academic institutions accustonfjed 
to vyorking together, the member institutions of SREB are in a most favorable 
position to coordinate their research activities. 

Part I of this survey has presented a wealth of data about research education 
and resourt^s In the South. Pa/t II, which follows, reports on the status of 
research and further-<locuments the jnterest and rich resources m he region 
available to \he Research Committee and the Council on Oollegiate Education for 
Nursing in their planning for the future developmenfand directions of research in 
- nursing in the South. ' , ^ 
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INTRODUCTION' 



A major purpose of the survey was to gajther information about the status of 
nursing research in the region. For this reason the educational institutions and 
service agencies surveyed were asked to provide Information about research in 
th eir institution . It will be recalled that the su rvey wa$ not limited to sophisticated - 
research but asked about alt investigative activities^ including le^s formal studies 
and projects, as well as master's theses. Ma§%rs and doctoral studies were alsa\ 
reported by educational institutions as faculty research. The latter are included in 
the studies listed in this report. However, it was decided not to include the lists o^ 
summaries of student thBses as reported by the universities since they are readily 
^ available UOm tire-institutions and because only afew of thfe institutions reporte^J 
on them. The latter reports will be kept on file at SREB J 

RESEARCH IN THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 

Ninety-three of the educational institutions reported involvement in research 
and all but 12 of these included at least a brief summary or abstract and indicated 
the status of the research. Tiiese-abstracts or summaries were used in compiling 
thfe data in.this report. The 12 who did not describe their research could not be 
include^! sincarjot enough information was given. The names and addresses of 
educational institutions, including the 12 wjthout summaries, are given in 
Appendix III. . - 

The studies, 207 in all, for which summaries or abstracts were received, were 
analyzed by status, area of research Interest, type of educational program, and 
type of furiding, if any. In 70 instances funding was not reported and in another 
78 theins^ution reported that there was no funding. Funding was obtained-for 
,^PPort 59 studies, 40 of these from federal sources. (See Table 16 on page 

The questionnaire asked that the respondent indicate whether the*study was in 
the proposal stage, underway, or completed during the past academic year 
(1972-1973). T§ble 17 ^ows the status of research by area of /esearch Interest. 
As^ay be seen, over half of the studies'were underway at the time of the 
' survey. • ' • 

Table 17 also shows that, as.mlght perhaps have b^en expected, slightly oyer 
half of all the research was concentrated in the area of education, which included 
curriculum studies, studies' of open curriculum an<^ external degree progr'ams, 
evafuation of teaching methods, prediction of student success, follow-up of 
graduates,'studies of faculty, |the associate degree program, continuing 
education, and a general category which included iristrument development. 
Pj^diction of student success and follow-up of graduates accounted for 45 of the 
i09 educational studies. 

In discussing educational studies, it should be pointed ouT that, in addition to 
those included here, there were seven progr'ams that are part of the National 
League Tor Nursing^Open Curriculum P/oject. Because this study is an dverall 
national project the^involvement of the various instifutions who listed it is not 
included in this r e0ort.2 (See Table 17 on oaoe 22.)

It is encouraging to note that 64 of the studies werp clinical in nature. As will 
be seen when the brief study reports^re examined, medlcal-surgical .nursing 
(N = 19) and maternarand child health (N = 15) accounted for a little over half of 
the clinical studies. Other areas Included^ psychiatric-mental health, community 



health and healthgjainte nance, geriatrics, physiology,' civil liability, technical and 
profe^ssion^l "Ipctjce, procedures, and general,, including instrument 
developmerjt. * ' ^ ^ * . 

Studies in the areas of errj^ng or expanding rolea-of njurses anW manpower 
or health care needs appearedTo be of equ"^l interest. Historical studiefe were few 
in number; however, interest in this type of study has only recently developed 
and future surveys should show an increase in thislPea. * ' 

Table 18 shows the areas of research interest by %y6e of educational program 
or programs offered by the institutions, from the dl(ta presented, one might 
coriclude that programs with baccalaureate-and higher^degrees'are most likely to 
be involved in clinical research. Associate degree programs, on the 9ther hand, 
are morelikely to be interested m curriculum studies, and especially m studies of 
' student'success and fpllow-up of their graduates. However, in looking at the 
data It should be remembered that there was a larger number of institutions with 
associate degree programs only (N =^146) responding in the survey than 
institutions with other types- or combinatio/is of programs. 

Inspection of the studies listed reveals a variety of research instruments being 
used. Some are well-known tools, others are investigator designed, as for 
example, some of the questionnaires, interview schedules, -and checklists 
reported. In several instances the studies reported were.dpsigned to test new 
instruments. (See Table 18on page24.) 



RESEARCH IN THE FEDERAL AGENCIES 
Nineteen of the 41 federal agencies, six U.S. Army programs and 13 Vetefans 
Administration Hospitals, responding to.ihe survey ffeported a total of 63 studies. 
An equal number of the studies were uhderway or completed. (&ee Table 19.) 
Categories similar to thos^ used for the studies in educational institutions wer^ 
used to classify these studies. In contrast to studies reported by the educational 
institutions whece educational research predominated clinical research was the 
Hominant type in thfe service agencies. Almost one-third of the 63 studies were in 
ihe <^rea of medical-surgical nurSing and approximately one-fifth in 
psychiatric-memal health nursing. Other areas of interest in nursing practice 
included: evaluating quality of care, procedures, geriatrics, and general. The two 
nursing education studies were in continuing €ducation.
